“We must: place Sputnik in 
context" stated Dr. F. Cyril Ja- 
mes while addressing the Inter- 
national Alumni ‘Association's 
closing dinner at the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel ‘last. night. 

“North America, in spite of our 
complacent self satisfaction dur- 
ing recent years, has never had 
a monopoly. of scientific and tech- 
nological. skill,” “continued Dr, 
James and he cited such examples 
as the invention of gunpowder 


by the Chinese, and the deve- 


lopment of the V2 rocket by the 
Germans. “Sputnik has. demons- 
trated what we should never. ha- 
ve forgotten — that North Ame- 
rica has no monopoly. of scienti- 
fic talent. For example two of 
last. year's’ Nobel Prize winners 
in the field of science were Chi- 
nese"’ he said. 

The race we are engaged in is 
not solely technological or mili- 
tary. Russia and the United Sta- 
tes are the two great powers of 
our generation, Their political 
philosophies are in sharp con- 
trast; they are often rude to one 
another on the radio and at in- 
ternational conferences, Further- 
more, Dr. James elaborated that 
we must catch up with Russia in 
this race of military technology. 
This is not, however, our ultima- 
te goal. Our ultimate aim is peace 
for the whole world — not ‘war 
with Russia. Following are other 
highlights of his address. 

Understanding 


We believe in the possibility of 
peace, and want.fo ensure it. But 
to win peace we need more than 
the weapons of massive retalia- 
tion, We must understand the 
minds of those with whom -we 
disagree; we must understand 
their language and their. history, 
their habits’and their motives. 

Arnold Toynbee has said that 
the pores of the Roman Empire 
owed more to the desire of the 
barbarians to be a part, and to 
copy a civilization that they ad- 
mired — than it did to the le-
